He writes of 
China and Japan, of the Japanese conquered 
countries, and of India. He knows the psy- 
chology of the peoples and he tells both the 
weaknesses of the countries and the effects of 
the war. Standards of living must be raised; 
he points out mistakes to be avoided, but 
offers no definite blueprints for peace or post- 
war readjustments. The book, part of which is 
in dialogs, seems an unusually good overall 
view of the Far East.
